Herbert. There are bright yellow yield signs, but either folks don't see them because they are 
obscured behind overhanging trees, or they don't take them seriously. That's why | would suggest 
either speed bumps or actual stop signs. A neighbor mentioned to me that there may have been 
objections about the speed bumps due to snow plowing. | would reference Joey's park in Belmont as 
a nearby traffic situation with similar dynamics. They installed speed bumps, and somehow are still 
able to plow.

Thank you for your email. I'll be able to respond more fully next week. A few points I will make is 
that the Transportation Advisory Committee has looked at this intersection in the past, and also at 
the possibility of installing traffic calming, and had some concerns about it. One thing that was 
done in the last couple of years was the installation of a Speed Safety Zone with 20 mph on Herbert 
Road between Varnum Street and Thorndike Street. I can provide more information about the 
previous reviews of this issue next week.
